Disastrous Blaze also Destroys Farm­ 


ing 
Implments, 
Harness 
and 


Other Equipment. Loss only Par­ 


tially Covered. 


Fire of unknown origin 
Thurs* lay 
night about IO o’clock completely de­ 
stroyed the large barn on 
the 
farm 
of John Zachariah about 
five 
miles 
southeast of Em m itsburg. Eleven head 
of horses were cremated in the flames. 
The loss is placed a t fully $.‘1,000. 
The family had 
retired 
about 
a 
half hour before the fire was seen and 
members of the family who had been 
out in the yard before going to 
bed 
found everything safe. All was d a rk ­ 
ness about the barn. 
Mrs. Zaeharias stated that, when she 
J #

j discovered the fire, 
the entire 
barn 
was ablaze, with fiames leaping from 
every window. It was impossible 
to 
ave anything, except the cows which 
were in the barnyard, and which wen. 
driven out to a place of safety. It is 
probable that the eleven horses which 
were burned had been

t the barn. Kucket brigades w’crc 
used 
to ^ave the other buildings. 
Mrs. Zaeharias said they 
had 
no 
idea aa to the origin of the fire. 
She

is 
about $2,000 insurance to cover a part 
of the loss.
